The Peace Corps of America visited 
our campus Wednesday, Nov. 8. 

Peace Corps is an international devel¬ 
opment agency sponsored by the U.S. 
government that sends United States cit¬ 
izens to foreign countries for all expense 
paid volunteer service. Paul Gagnon, 
representative from the Southwest 
Region Recruitment Office in Dallas, 
Texas, explained that “It (service) does¬ 
n’t cost the graduate any money but it is 
not a salaried job. ” 

According to Peace Corps Today. 
Peace Corps provides a cost-of-living 
allowance as well as a $5,400 readjust¬ 
ment allowance for volunteers when they 
return to the U.S. Volunteers spend 
about 3 months in language and culture

training before they travel to an assigned 
country for two years of service. “What 
your skill is and what countries are ask¬ 
ing for those skills will determine your 
assignment,” Gagnon said. “The more 
flexible you can be in regards to the 
country you’re willing to be assigned to, 
the belter chance you have at qualifying 
for service.” Because of the extensive 
evaluation process, prospective volun¬ 
teers must submit an application 9 
months prior to anticipated service. 

Peace Corps programs include posi¬ 
tions such as educators, agriculturalists, 
nurses, engineers, business people and 
many others. The requirement for most 
positions is a bachelor's degree in a spe¬ 
cific field or extensive related experi¬ 
ence. 

Gagnon held a bachelor's degree in 
business but had worked with his grand¬ 
father who is a “fish tank biologist.” 
Gagnon qualified for the “Fisheries- 
Marine Community" program based in 
Togo, West Africa. “During my tour in 
1991, I basically just rode around on my 
bicycle and taught people how to dig fish 
ponds.” 

Gagnon was so impressed by the 
Peace Corps' organization that he com¬ 
pleted his tour in 1993 and is now serv¬ 
ing as a full-time recruiter. 

Peace Corps may offer a solution to 
students who are “stuck” as to what they 
want to do with their education after 
graduation. As one student who attend¬ 
ed the film show presented at 2 p.m. 
Nov. 8 mentioned, Peace Corps could 
help someone get out of the “rut” of 
Shreveport.

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Bleachers, goals sidelined

The installation date for the new 
bleachers and basketball goals for the 
LSUS gymnasium has been pushed back 
again. 

They were originally scheduled to be 
installed by Oct. 6, according to Larry 
Rambin, LSUS Athletic Director. The 
plan was to have them completed before 
this year's basketball season began. 

The season begins this weekend, and 
the gym remains bleacherless. This 
weekend’s games are away, but several 
scrimmages have been played on the 
home court with Pilots' fans sitting on 
roll-away. terapwary bleachers. 

In a letter to LSUS, Interstate 
Companies of Louisiana, the company 
contracted to install the goals and bleach¬ 
ers, said they “will begin installing the 
new goals on Nov. 17,” and “it should 
lake five to seven days to [complete].” 

Interstate also said (hey plan to ship 
the bleachers on Nov. 30 and should 
complete installation by Dec. 15, two 

SGA reviews

With the highest attendance this year, 
the SGA discussed current hot topics 
such as the library and the proficiency 
exam at their meeting of Tuesday Nov 
14. 

In attendance was Sherry Forzley, 
one of the students who started the 
library petition that was eventually 
signed by about 1,500 LSUS students. 
Forzley advised the senate that Dr. 
Vince Marsala, interim-chancellor, 
plans to change the hours of the Noel 
Memorial Library. 

According to Forzley, Marsala pro¬ 
posal includes changing the library’s 
hours to be open on Monday through 
Thursday 9 a.m. until midnight, 7:30 
a.m. to 5:30 p.m. on Friday and closed 
on Saturday and Sunday; or open some¬ 
time on both Saturday and Sunday and 
7:30 a.m. to 9 p.m. on Monday through 
Thursday and 7:30 a.m. until 5:30 on 


months after originally planned. 

Interstate pays $100 to the state every 
day after the originaly contracted installa¬ 
tion date until they have completed the 
job.

Pace declined further comment saying 
he would rather not discuss the topic until 
he talked to the customer [LSUS pur¬ 
chasing] 

Interstate Co. sticks to the new agree¬ 
ment, the bleachers will be completed in 
time for a home game on Dec. 16, but 
Pilots’ fans will have to settle for the tem¬ 
porary bleachers for the three prior 
games.

Forzley said those hours aren’t what 
the petition stipulated and that she and 
other students would stage a sit-in 8:00 
p.m. midnight today and noon Friday 
until 6:00 a.m. on Saturday. The sit-in, 
according to Forzley, is intended to 
show officials that students are “not 
fooling around.”

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Physical Plant storage 
buildings block parking

Anyone trying to park in the south 
parking lot for the Science Lecture 
Auditorium may have noticed some prob¬ 
lems. Physical Plant storage buildings are 
taking up most of the spaces in this lot. 
The Physical Plant lias a reason for tak¬ 
ing up these spaces* 

A new concrete parking lot is being 
coiLStncted within the confines of the 
Physical Plant's grounds* The buildings 
had to be moved outside the grounds to 
allow the workers room to pour the con¬ 
crete. 

After completion, the Physical Plant 
will have a more durable and smoother 
area for making repairs to its equipment. 
Maintenance supervisor, A! Reger, said 
that the previous parking lot was asphalt 
and was plagued with erosion problems. 
It was also not able to support the weight 
of their heavy equipment* 

‘The new concrete surface is 


smoother and will let our mechanics roll 
under equipment with their creeper- 
crawlers (mechanics' floor dolly)/ 
Reger said* 

The previous asphalt surface would 
develop potholes, just like many sreets in 
Shreveport, and would make it difficult 
for mechanics to manuever under the 
equipment* 

In addition, this lot win provide more 
storage for the Physical Plant. 
Equipment. Theft has been a problem 
with keeping equipment in die temporary 
fenced-in holding area and die revamped 
inside area will be more secure* 

Funds for the work are being provided 
by a state fund for improvements, not 
from the LSUS treasury. 

Reger said dial regular parking 
arrangements should resume in about a 
week. He hopes no one is overly incon¬ 
venienced by the spaces taken by the stor¬ 
age buildings*

dents. 

The proficiency exam was also dis¬ 
cussed by the senate, Kevin Harbin, 
vice-president pro-tempore, reported 
that the faculty Admissions and 
Academic Standards Committee voted to 
recommend to the Faculty Senate that 
current testing procedure be kept as it is. 
“The $15,00 fee isn't going to change,” 
said Harbin. 44 They (Admissions and 
Standards) discussed 'hiding' the fee in 
the tuition by charging a $3,00 fee per 
semester/ Harbin said* 

Harbin added that some of the commit¬ 
tee members justified the proficiency 
exam as a benefit to the students who 
take it because it added to the prestige of 
LSUS. That assertion was met with 
scorn by several of the senators* 

John Braud, SGA president, said he 
had spoken with Mike Williams, faculty 
senate president, about the proficiency 
exam and that Williams was “strongly” 
in favor of the test. Braud said Williams 
was concerned about transfer students 


and their ability to meet LSUS stan¬ 
dards. Some senators offered possible 
solutions. “Why not let transfer students 
take the test (instead of all students)/ 
said Murray Salinas, SGA senator. This 
was agreed upon by several senators, 

Karen Mischlich, director of Student 
Activities, informed the senate that 
Canteen's contract was about to expire. 
Canteen is the contractor that provides 
cafeteria service to LSUS* Mischlich 
said she was looking forward to some 
input from the SGA on what type of ser¬ 
vices they would like to see offered by 
the cafeteria. “We've (LSUS) have been 
approached by a couple of fast-food ven¬ 
dors about supplying cafeteria services/ 
said Mischlich* She added that the 
school needed to “know what the stu¬ 
dents want*” 

“Anything would be better/ said 
Dana Foster, SGA senator concerning 
the current cafeteria set-up. “1 like the 
food, but I don't like them (Canteen 
staff)* The service is terrible,” said 


Israel loses “soldier of peace”

People across the world eagerly 
watched as Yitzhak Rabin and Yasser 
Arafat took great strides toward peace in 
the Middle East. As the two shook 
hands on the White House lawn, people 
everywhere felt more optimism about 
the Israeli-Palestinian clash than ever 
before. Change was eminent — finally, 
positive change. 

In what seemed the blink of an eye, 
the man some are calling “a soldier of 
peace" was gunned down after begging a 
crowd in Tel Aviv to “embrace peace.” 
To make matters worse, he was killed by 
a fellow Jew. Twenty-five-year-old 
Yigar Amir filled Rabin's back with hol¬ 
low-point bullets. 

In the wake of Rabin's death, Shimon 
Peres, the man most likely to take the 
reigns of Israeli government, vowed that 
the quest for peace with Palestine will 
not be abandoned. He promised to keep 
the ball rolling. 

Perhaps the peace effort will not suf¬ 
fer too much once Peres is situated and 
Israelis adjust to the change. Still, the 
process undertaken by Rabin will be 
slowed to say the least. 

Perhaps equally as frightening as con¬ 
tinued dissension in the Middle East is 
the religious dissension there. Prime 
Minister Rabin was killed by one of his 
own* This marks the first time such an 
assassination has happened in Israel, 
Some in America are comparing the 
assassination to that of JFK — a man full 
of promise taken away in his prime* 
Others reflect on a more recent horror, 
the bombing of the federal building in 
Oklahoma — a tragedy bom and bred in 
the hearts and minds of fellow country¬ 
men* 

If the Oklahoma City bombing was 


about government, Rabin's killing was 
about religion* 

Rabin’s killer proudly took credit for 
snuffing out Rabin's life because he was 
divinely inspired — God told him to do 
it. This notion of religious warfare r 
not new to any part of the world. 
Countries have fought and separated 
over such issues since long before 
Christ* Hence, it is clear that the mix¬ 
ture of religion and politics yields a 
lethal solution. 

To be a Jew is to be a Jew totally. 
The religious beliefs of Jews in the 
Middle East are their government. Does 
this mean that one party must change it's 
view in order to reach an accord? 

Religious issues are most often heart¬ 
felt and not easily compromised, Amir 
was so much against the peace process 
that he took it upon himself to perma¬ 
nently remove Rabin, He believed that 
violence was an acceptable means to an 
end. Extremists Like Amir are reluctant 
to settle the fight over the land they 
believe to be theirs* Who says it belongs 
only to them? God* 

The reality that Rabin’s death reveals 
to the Israeli people is a sad one. 
Obviously, some take their “moral 
responsibility” very seriously; enough so 
to disregard the lives of fellow Jews — 
even their leader. 

How many more Yigar Amirs are 
there? What will his violent act mean to 
the peace effort? So he worked alone* 
If the peace process persists, will more 
religious zealots emerge to fight for their 
homeland? How can one be sure that 
they know limits? 

Israelis feel vulnerable, and right they 
should* Their country is shaken by tur¬ 
moil brought by one, but perhaps for 
many, all in the name of God.

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Marxist advice for Gandhi, Farrakhan

“The more capitalistic we become, the , 
more selfish we become.” said Arun Ghandi 
speaking to a group of LSUS students in Dr. 
Don LaRue's freshman English class the day 
after he spoke to the University. And while 
this alone does not prove that the gmndson of 
the Mahatma Ghandi is anti-capitalistic, his fol¬ 
lowing statement, “There is an inverse rela¬ 
tionship between morality and materialism,” 
reveals that Arun Ghandi, at least to some 
degree, recognizes the inherent problems of 
capitalism. I say “to some degree* because, 
being a subjectivist, I find nothing particularly 
moral or amoral about capitalism or material¬ 
ism; I find them to be unnecessary and inhu¬ 
man (in inhuman I reference civilization's 
resistance to humanity's natural “pack-like” 
interronnectedness and instincts of collective 
preservation—if there is even a quashtranscen- 
dent morality, it is only in nature that any such 
construct can be found). Regardless of the 
semantics and for whatever potentially incon¬ 
sistent reasons, Mr. Ghandi clearly believes 
that capitalism is wrong, that it results not in 
progress but in division, and that capitalism's 
perpetuation of this division is the origin of 
modem bigotry. 

Throughout his comments, both to tire 
University and to Dr, LaRue's class, Mr. 
Ghandi repeatedly associated racism, 
apartheid, and cast systems to faulty economy, 
or capitalism. His comments to LSUS come at 
a historical moment in the American race dia¬ 
logue as just last month'some 400,000 (give or

take 1,600,000) black men converged on 
Washington DC. in a display of solidarity and 
a cry of disgust at the clearly racist (but more 
importantly, classist) American government. 
Having been greatly influenced by Malcom X 
at a very early age, and owing many of my cur¬ 
rent political philosophies regarding the libera¬ 
tion of the gay and lesbian community to that 
influence, I asked Mr. Ghandi what he felt of 
the Nation of Islam or the philosophy of sepa¬ 
ratism. Mr, Ghandi abruptly explained that 
separatism has no place in a political (or eco¬ 
nomic) debate and that the only viable hope for 
peace is “assimilation 1 ’ (presumably of the 
minority class). This was not surprising to me 
since Mr, Ghandi constantly speaks of Dr, 
Martin Luther King and the virtues of Integra* 
don. Mr, Ghandi, assimilation can never suc¬ 
ceed! 

Let me be clear when 1 say that 1 am not 
anti-integration—ultimately, it is inevitable and 
(as 1 have already stated) the very distinction 
between races is largely construction. 
However, on the road to inregranon (which is 
the cooperative combination of two, distinct 
cultures, resulting in a new, tiiird, superior cul¬ 
ture—not assumkmon which is competitive and 
results in the decimation of one of the vicing 
cultures), there is a need for temporary nation¬ 
alism within the oppressed classes. Malcom 
X, unlike the power-hungry Louis Farrakhan, 
knew that nationalism (at least economic 
nationalism) is a means needed to achieve a 
classless society, not an end withkntself. All 
of Malcom X's speeches after he broke from
